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This Annual Report is presented in a different 
format from those of previous years. We believe the 
new method of presentation will give our Members 
and the wider public a clearer idea of the many and 
varied activities at the Museum over the last year, 
and our plans for the period ahead. In addition, the 
larger page size means we have been able to make 
much greater use of photographs to convey a better 
picture of these activities. 
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Auckland 

Museum 


Auckland Museum was founded in 
1852. Since 1929 it has occupied the 
Auckland War Memorial Museum in 
the Auckland Domain. This is New 
Zealand's largest museum, with collec¬ 
tions of Maori and Pacific art and mate¬ 
rial culture, natural history and the 
decorative arts which are of national 
and international significance. The Mu¬ 
seum Library is one of the country’s 
major historical and scientific refer¬ 
ence libraries, with important manu¬ 
script and archival holdings. As the 
Auckland Provincial War Memorial 
Museum, the Museum provides a wide 
ranging museum service to the northern 
half of the North Island. The Museum 
attracts over 800,000 visitors to its dis¬ 
play galleries annually. In addition, large 
numbers of users of the Museum come 
to consult its staff, examine and re¬ 
search its reserve collections and par¬ 
ticipate in its educational programmes. 

The Council of the Auckland Insti¬ 
tute and Museum is established under 
the Auckland War Memorial Museum 
Maintenance Act 1979 and the Rules of 


the Auckland Institute and Museum as 
the controlling authority of the Auck¬ 
land Institute and Museum. Under the 
Act the Council is empowered to levy 
the seven local authorities in the Auck¬ 
land region for the maintenance, sup¬ 
port and development of the Museum. 
These levies, with voluntary contribu¬ 
tions from some additional local au¬ 
thorities throughout the Auckland 
province, provide some 60 percent of 
the Museum’s annual operating income. 
The remaining funds come from the 
Museum’s trading operations, from 
gifts, investments, grants and bequests 
and subscriptions from its 2,000 Mem¬ 
bers. Less than 0.01 percent of the Mu¬ 
seum’s operating expenditure is 
received in grants from the New Zea¬ 
land Government. 

The Museum's income and invest¬ 
ments are administered by the Auck¬ 
land Institute and MuseumTrust Board, 
three of whose six members are ap¬ 
pointed by the Council, with the other 
three elected by the Members of the 
Auckland Institute and Museum. 
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A Museum 
for the

In 1990-1991 the Council of the 
Auckland Institute and Museum under¬ 
took a Strategic Planning Study, to ini¬ 
tiate longer term planning for the 
development of the Museum. The out¬ 
come of this was a Strategic Plan, 
adopted by the Council in July 1991. 

Under the leadership of the Project 
Director. Dr Lindsay Sharp. Museum 
and Project staff and consultants have 
further developed the concept for the 
future redevelopment of the Museum, 
to restore the building and add an entire 
new section of themed attractions. The 
project, planned to cost S4I.6 million 
and to lake eight years to realise, is an 
ambitious but essential one, which will 
guarantee the future of the Museum as 
a major Auckland attraction. 

A report on the Project work was 
received by the Council in July 1992, 
and is now being considered by the 
Council in consultation with the local 
authorities in the region. The report is 
the result of thousands of hours work by 
staff and consultants to test all aspects 
of the initial Strategic Plan. It demon¬ 
strates that the concept set out in the 
Strategic Plan is both essential to the 
Museum’s future well-being and rel¬ 
evance to the community, and finan¬ 
cially viable. 

There are two significant variations 
to the original Strategic Plan: 

• A way has been found to house 
all of the collections on site rather 
than leasing off-site storage as 
initially envisaged, and 

• The opening date has been ex¬ 
tended by two years to the year 
2(X)() as the appropriate year for 
the Museum to begin a new cen¬ 
tury of life. 

The plan illustrates how compara¬ 
tively little public investment ($17.0 
million) can be used to maximise the 
value of the existing building. When 
underwritten by the local authorities 
and coupled with a balanced element of 
pay and free displays, the Auckland 
Museum can utilise the new income 


generated to support its debt. In the 
process, enormous value is added for 
the community. 

Recognising that entry to the Auck¬ 
land Museum has traditionally been 
free, apart from occasional special ex¬ 
hibits. the planning team has ensured 
that the Museum's free exhibit areas 
will receive a substantial upgrade in the 
quality of buildings and exhibitions and 
range of collections on display. In addi¬ 
tion. the business plan can accommo¬ 
date periods of lime when access to the 
pay display areas is concessionary. In 
this way value is added for all the 
region's people, as well as for visitors 
and tourists. 

By virtue of the careful planning, 
value is also added to the buildings and 
collections in terms of preservation and 
to the work of professional staff through 
improved facilities. 

To make the plan work will require 
eight years of well directed labour: in¬ 
tense, timely andcloseconsultation with 
tangata whenua, the local authorities 
and other relevant local groups; the 
development of a new ‘'commercial” 
climate and organisational structure 
within the Museum; the addition of new 
skills and a new project implementa¬ 
tion team; intense promotional and fund¬ 
raising efforts; and the seeking of 
corporate involvement in developing 
various commercial elements of the 
plan, through the lender process. In 
succeeding with the plan's implemen¬ 
tation, very significant, direct benefits 
will be added to the economy of Auck¬ 
land and the region. 

At the end of this project, when New 
Zealand moves into the twenty-first 
century. Auckland will possess not only 
a magnificent restored building but the 
most signi ficant cultural repository and 
experience in the country. It will con¬ 
tain exciting, interactive and educational 
displays and programmes. By building 
on the strengths of the past, bold deci¬ 
sions today will ensure the Museum's 
future growth, change and enrichment. 
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The Year In Review 


Kiwi and Moa: Flightless 
Wonders 

The display highlight of the year 
was Auckland Museum's own "Kiwi & 
Moa: Flightless Wonders”, shown over 
the summer. “Kiwi & Moa" contained 
material from nearly all the Museum’s 
collections, and items borrowed from 
other organisations and private indi¬ 
viduals. Theexhibition contained nearly 
80 historical photographs, 11 ratite birds 
and 9 eggs, sound and video tapes, 
living plants, some 60 "souvenir” kiwi 
items, plus paintings, sculpture, draw¬ 
ings. cartoons, badges, plaques and other 
examples of decorative art. The largest 
object in the exhibition was the Muse¬ 
um's own 1913 reconstructed moa. 

"Kiwi & Moa" was a major under¬ 
taking for the Museum, involving staff 
from most sections of the Museum. We 
produced some 40 text panels, framed 
over 100 items and produced, among 
other things, replicas of moa bones and 
footprints. The exhibition was designed 
and coordinated by Display staff and 
drew much of its content and structure 
from Richard Wolfe’s recent book 
“Kiwi - More than a Bird”. The exhibi¬ 
tion was promoted widely, with post¬ 
ers, newspaper advertisements, 
publicity releases and television and 
other media interviews. 

The Museum developed a Kiwi Ac¬ 
tivity Centre for Children, the result of 
very close cooperation and intense work 
with the Royal Forest and Bird Protec¬ 
tion Society, the Department of Con¬ 
servation. the Kiwi Conservation Club 
and Point Chevalier Primary School. 

The Activity Centre was designed 
by Jenny Rattenbury who, with other 
volunteers from Forest and Bird, painted 
and built it. The displays were prima¬ 
rily made by children from Pt Chevalier 
School who created displaysand activi¬ 
ties about kiwi conservation. Eighty 
children from the school and the Kiwi 
Conservation Club were trained by 
Museum staff members Brian Gill. 
Bruce Hayward and Katrina Stamp, and 
Dick Veitch of the Department of Con¬ 
servation. The children were then 
rostered as guides for the duration of 


the Exhibition and the Activity Centre 
programmes. 

Other "Kiwi and Moa” activities in¬ 
cluded puppet shows, papermaking, 
kitemaking, sketching, music and sto¬ 
ries, pottery and many others. An ar¬ 
chaeology programme was developed 
in association with the Auckland Zoo. 
An open evening featuring the exhibi¬ 
tion was one of the best attended and 
most successful ever held. The volume 
of activities and the wonderful public 
response stretched Museum staff and 
available space. Attendant and recep¬ 
tion staff had many extra enquiries and 
organisational aspects to deal with dur¬ 
ing the holidays. The Royal Forest and 
Bird Protection Society provided vol¬ 
unteers to help run the Activity Centre, 
but because of its success, the Society 
also provided a fulltime person, Flor¬ 
ence Hassall. to run the Centre. The 
Museum also employed an additional 
person on weekends. 

The success of the Kiwi Activity 
Centre continues. The Royal Forest and 
Bird Protection Society organised spon¬ 
sorship to tour the display around New 
Zealand - it visited Northland during 
May. 

In all “Kiwi & Moa” attracted nearly 
95,000 visitors, as well as the many 
thousands who participated in all the 
public programmes and the Kiwi Ac¬ 
tivity Centre. The Museum is very grate¬ 
ful to all those, staff, volunteers and 
community organisations, who worked 
so hard to make it such a success.

The American ‘Invasion' 

To commemorate the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of the arrival of American forces in 
New Zealand in World War II the Mu¬ 
seum arranged a special display of pho¬ 
tographs, memorabilia and artefacts 
from the collection, supplemented with 
contemporary music and film footage. 
The exhibition was installed in the Mili¬ 
tary History gallery, and was opened by 
the Minister of Internal Affairs, Hon. 
Graeme Lee. 

The exhibition was prepared by hon¬ 
orary curator Mr Harry Biolctti. and 
coordinated, designed and installed by 
Museum staff. It consists of a series of 
wall panels illustrating aspects of the 
American presence in New Zealand 
during the war. This exhibition was the 
first to take advantage of a new scries of 
display cases obtained for use in the 
Military History Galleries. Other im¬ 
provements carried out to this section 
of the Museum were the lining of walls 
and the installation of spotlighting and 
a sound system. 

The financial support for the exhibi¬ 
tion from the New Zealand Lottery 
Grants Board, through its US New Zea¬ 
land 50th Anniversary Committee, is 
greatly appreciated. 

Globe Theatre Hangings 

Another very popuiarexhibition was 
the display of the tapestries designed 
and produced in New Zealand which 
are to be presented to the new recon¬ 
struct ion of Shakespeare’s Globe Thea¬ 
tre in London. 


The exhibition was the focus for 
more than forty public programmes, all 
of which were very well received. These 
included lectures given by the Welling¬ 
ton Shakespeare Society Globe Hang¬ 
ings Project Manager Dawn Sanders. 
Executive Designer Dr Raymond Boyce 
and Creative Director Kath Des Forges. 
The Auckland and North Shore Em- 
broiderersGuilds organised embroidery 
demonstrat ions and tours. With the help 
of the Early Music Society, Auckland 
University Music School, Oriana Con¬ 
sort and Mr Reg Lockstone the Mu¬ 
seum provided musical events and 
stories for children. An open evening 
for Museum Members featured demon¬ 
strations, music, Elizabethan dancing 
and readings from Shakespeare. The 
Ministry of Education filmed a special 
lecture and performance demonstrat¬ 
ing how the hangings would have been 
used at the Globe Theatre. The video is 
to be part of an Education Unit ex¬ 
pected to be distributed world wide. 

Other Exhibitions 

“Japanese Dyed Textiles” in July 
was arranged for the Museum by Mr 
Kenji Sawada of the Tokyo Interna¬ 
tional Exchange Association. “Footrot 
Flats", a celebration of the work of 
Gisborne cartoonist Murray Ball, was a 
popular attraction during the August 
school holidays. The Auckland Studio 
Potters’ 27th Annual Exhibition at 
Auckland Museum included work by 
Japanese LivingTreasurc, Mrlmaizumi. 

The special exhibition ‘Threads 
through Time’ celebrated 21 years of 
the existence of the Embroiderers’ and 
Lacemakers’ Guild of Auckland. The 
exhibition focused on a comparison 
between contemporary examples of lace 
and embroidery techniques made by 
members of the Guild and historic ex¬ 
amples from the Museum’s collection. 
The Guild later also provided the ma¬ 
jority of items for a display on domestic 
spinning, knitting and weaving in New 
Zealand during the two World Wars. 
“Knitting on the Homefront", shown in 
the Cheeseman Gallery. Another tex¬ 
tile display was a selection of Ikat from 
the collection of the late Brian Brake, 
presented by Raymond Lau. 

The prestigious “Fletcher Challenge 
Ceramics Award" is a growing annual 
event which has for the last two years 
occupied both the Special Exhibitions 
Hall and adjacent Auditorium. This year 
Museum display staff used these spaces 
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with modular bases to evoke the atmos¬ 
phere of an ancient Mesopotamian ruin, 
an installation which attracted consid¬ 
erable praise. A Members’ open evening 
held in association with the exhibition 
was very well attended. Members of 
Auckland Studio Potters gave guided 
tours while an Early Music Group 
"Estampie" played background music. 
A children's Pottery Day was organ¬ 
ised also during the exhibition and the 
resulting work placed on display in a 
case outside the exhibition. 

With the assistance of Exhibitour 
MDF and National Archives the Mu¬ 
seum received a number of travelling 
exhibitions: "The Art of the Goldsmith: 
Robert Baines Jewellery"; “Art in the 
Subantarctic"; "Crete: A Tribute from 
New Zealand" and “Earth. Fire and 
Light: cast glass sculptures by Colin 
Reid". The Museum’s own travelling 
exhibition of photographs of the Maori 
of the 19th and 20lh centuries. "Whakaa- 
hua". continues to be in demand. This 
year the exhibition has visited a number 
of community facilities including Otara 
Cultural Resource Centre. Taupo Mu¬ 
seum and the Massey Homestead. 

For Conservation Week a special 
display was officially opened by the 
Minister ofConservation, the Hon. Den¬ 
nis Marshall. The theme "Mighty Midg¬ 
ets and Tiny Tyrants" was the focus for 
displays produced in association with 
the Department of Conservation, the 
Auckland Branch of the Entomological 
Society, Auckland Zoo, the Royal For¬ 
est and Bird Protection Society, the 
Auckland Regional Council and the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries. 
The Museum displayed parts of its in¬ 
sect collections, and arranged a display 
of bronze insect sculptures by Eliza¬ 
beth Thompson. Hundreds of visitors 
enjoyed displays, videos and lectures. 
Over 4000 copies of the Conservation 
Week booklet ’Looking Under the 
Leaves' were distributed in two days. 

The Museum held the inaugural So¬ 
cial Studies Expo in October, a display 
of work by Auckland primary and sec¬ 
ondary schools. The theme for the ex¬ 
hibits was ’Challenge’ and indeed it 
was a challenge for Museum staff to 
mount displays from 42 different school 
groups and take them down again within 
the space of one week! I n the two school 
days theexhibition was open,ovcr2,000 
children attended. Teachers from many 
parts of Auckland attended workshops 
at the Museum in conjunction with the 
Social Studies Expo. 


Other changing displays have in¬ 
cluded one to mark the Centenary of the 
New Zealand Rugby Football Union: a 
display of new acquisitions provided 
by the Mackelvie Trust; the life and 
work of medallist and jeweller Anton 
Teutenberg; the 150th anniversary of 
the coining of the word "dinosaur" by 
Sir Richard Owen; and the updating of 
the Auckland Studio Potters display. 
The annual programme of displays in 
the Library included "Carl Schuster’s 
Social symbolism in ancient and tribal 
art”; Abel Tasman; New Serials Titles; 
the Trevor Nash collection of Military 
Aviation Books; and "Nurhan Alasoy's 
Iznik, the pottery of Ottoman Turkey”. 
The "Notable Accessions" case near 
the main foyer was put to almost con- 

The Museum and the 
Community 

Auckland Museum has provided a 
wide range of tours, activities, events, 
talks, lectures, outings, demonstrations 
and performances during the year. Some 
of these took place in the Museum, 
others occurred out in the community. 
We mention here only a few of these 
activities. 

Music As well as the musical activi¬ 
ties already mentioned in connection 
with exhibitions, monthly concerts 
given by music students from Auck¬ 
land University continued. Carol sing¬ 
ing by the Oriana Consort took place 
around the Christmas tree in the Foyer.

Museum, is part of the cultural group 
Te Waka Huia, which was the overall 
winner again this year at the Aotearoa 
Festival of Maori Art. The many visi¬ 
tors to the Museum who have enjoyed 
the performances here can be confident 
that they are seeing the very best. Undcr 
the leadership of Ngapo 'Bub' Wehi, 
Pounamu Ventures is now in its sixth 
year of working at the Museum. 

Demonstrations Regular spinning 
demonstrations were given by mem¬ 
bers of the Auckland Handwcavers and 
Spinners Guild. This activity creates a 
good deal of interest from both local 
and overseas visitors. Special thanks to 
Catherine Kraak who has been coordi¬ 
nating the spinners. 

Student Activities The Museum 
once again provided a programme for 
the Fletcher Challenge Science Sum¬ 
mer School and six groups of students 
visited the Museum. Julia Gresson, 
Karel Peters, Jenny Riley. Brett 
Stephenson and Anthony Wright all 
provided special programmes. Feed¬ 
back has been extremely positive. 

The May holiday programmes for 
children were filled to capacity. All the 
programmes were held in association 
with community organisations. Our 
thanks to Auckland Studio Potters. 
Handweavers and Spinners Guild and 
Auckland City Library. 

School Programmes New pro¬ 
grammes are continually being devel¬ 
oped by the Education Officers to meet 
the requirements of individual teachers 
and classes. The classroom is used 
mainly as a discovery learning centre. 
Audio-visual aids and artefacts or rep¬ 
licas are used in every session and help 
to give focus to the gallery displays. 


Some recently developed activities are 
the use of microscopes for studying 
insects; sorting and matching bones; 
sequencing items from first to last stages 
of manufacture: exploring midden 
material: and various problem solving 
activities. 

Tertiary educational groups from the 
Auckland College of Education visited 
the Museum for workshops in both 
Social Studies and Geology. Early 
Childhood Education trainees had in¬ 
troductory talks and tours, in prepara¬ 
tion for conducting theirown pre-school 
programmes. Education staff continue 
to conduct staff meetings and school 
visits when requested. 

Lectures ThelnstitutcLectureswere 
well attended and included a wide range 
of speakers: Dr Tom Clarkeson, Mete¬ 
orology Department. DSIR; Dawn 
Sanders, Wellington Shakespeare So¬ 
ciety: Sir Denys Wilkinson FRS. 1991 
Rutherford Fellow; Dr James Belich. 
1991 Captain James Cook Fellow: Dr 
Brian Gill. Auckland Museum; Geoff 
Moon, author and photographer: Dick 
Veitch. Department of Conservation; 
N.A.C. Macmillan, author; Wilson 
Whineray, former All Black Captain: 
and Dr John Heamshaw. University of 
Canterbury. 

The Archey Lecture for 1991 was 
presented by James Higgins. Director 
of the Government Audit Office. Mr 
Higgins, an expert in information tech¬ 
nology, also gave a seminar for teach¬ 
ers following the lecture. 

As well as the regular Institute lec¬ 
tures for Members, the special Archae¬ 
ology and Geology Lecture Series were 
most successful. Each series consisted 
of three lectures and associated trips, all 
well attended. 

Organisations and groups to whom 
lectures and talks were given include: 
third year Botany students at the Uni¬ 
versity of Auckland; Auckland and 
Waikato Botanical Societies; Forest & 
Bird Kiwi Conservation Club; Auck¬ 
land University MA History and Maori 
Studies students; Victoria University 
of Wellington Diploma of Librarian- 
ship students; the Aronui Group; Auck¬ 
land Garden History Society: 
Wellsford Genealogy Group; Wark- 
worth Genealogical Society; Te 
Rapunga O Poutama; Helensville Ge¬ 
nealogical Society: and the Auckland 
Numismatic Society. 

Several groups of tertiary students 
have studied ethnology reserve collec¬ 
tions, especially university Maori and 
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Polynesian arl classes, various Insti¬ 
tute of Technology art and design 
classes from Auckland and Gisborne, 
and librarianship students from Victo¬ 
ria University, Wellington. Roger 
Neich gave two lectures to A.I.T. de¬ 
sign students on European influence in 
Maori and Samoan arts. 


Our Volunteers 

Every year, volunteers give the Mu¬ 
seum thousands of hours of their time. 
Without this invaluable contribution, 
the Museum's work in very many of its 
areas of activity would simply not be 
possible. The Museum expresses its 
very deep appreciation of all this volun¬ 
tary effort. 

The Museum's Volunteers are listed 
in the Museum staff list. The results of 
their work are referred to in various 
parts of this Report. 

Volunteer Guides It has been a very 
busy year, with Volunteer Guides con¬ 
tributing some 3,500 hours work, or the 
equivalent of more than two full lime 
staff. There were approximately 200 
organised tours and over 1000 indi- 
v idual diary entries by Guides. Of those 
tours specially organised 70% were for 
overseas tourists and 66% specifically 
requested tours of the Maori Gallery 
with 15% of that number attending the 
Pounamu Ventures performance. 

The Volunteer Guides continue to 
meet for regular monthly training ses¬ 
sions. with talks from Museum staff 
and others specialists in various fields. 

John Hammond prepared a display 
which outlined the role of the Volunteer 
Guides at the Auckland Museum, which 
was part of a major one day exhibition 
recognising the work of Volunteer 
groups in the Auckland area. A gallery 
maintenance check group was formed 
during the year and is fondly referred lo 
as the 'Gallery Guerillas'. Pat Green, a 
Volunteer Guide, has been a valuable 
member. 

The Museum Building 

This year's programme provided for 
work that was essential for the health 
and safety of Museum visitors andstaff, 
for the continuing protection of the 
Museum building and its contents, for 
the better care of the Museum's collec¬ 
tions, and for the improvement of its 
visitor services. 

A major area has been fire safety and 


fire egress planning. This results from 
advice by the Auckland City Council 
that upgrading of the Museum’s fire 
and egress provisions was required. A 
repon presenting engineered solutions 
to meet these requirements has been 
adopted and is being progressively im¬ 
plemented. The solutions take cogni¬ 
sance of the need to protect significant 
heritage elements of the building as 
well as meeting the requirements. 

The detailed planning has also in¬ 
volved general security issues and con¬ 
sideration of future development 
options. Careful attention has been given

to ensuring that where this work may 
impact on the future development of the 
Museum resources will not be wasted. 

Associated with this work has also 
been the removal of the marine collec¬ 
tions stored in isopropyl alcohol, a me¬ 
dium which was viewed as a potential 
fire hazard. An off-site property has 
been leased to accommodate these col¬ 
lections. 

Research has continued into the con¬ 
servation. repair and cleaning of the 
internal and external wall surfaces of 
the World War I Hall of Memory. A 
conservation assessment has also been 
undertaken of the stained glass win¬ 
dows in this Hall. 

The staged replacement of the Mu¬ 
seum’s roof has continued including 
the major front roof areas of the Mili¬ 
tary Galleries, Botany and Bird Halls. 
New PABX telephone equipment was 
installed as the Museum's telephone 
requirements had outgrown the exist¬ 
ing system.

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Caring for the Collections 

Improvement of the conditions of 
storage and public access to the Mu¬ 
seum collections is a major thrust of the 
Museum Development Project. Mu¬ 
seum staff have been involved in a great 
deal of detailed research and planning 
related to the collections, their contents 
and their needs to guide the Project in 
this respect. At the same time, the steady 
programme of upgrading which was 
begun in 1987 has continued. Through¬ 
out the programme, great care has been 
taken to ensure that if necessary furni¬ 
ture, equipment, fixtures and fittings 
can be relocated in the future redevel¬ 
opment of the Museum. 

The improvement of storage facili¬ 
ties has included Archaeology. Maori 
cloaks. Ethnology. Ornithology and 
Applied Arts. Airconditioning to 
achieve optimum conservation stand¬ 
ards has been installed in the cloak and 
furniture storage areas while planning 
for the photographic negative collec¬ 
tion is now complete. 

There has also been a major re-or¬ 
ganisation and maintenance work un¬ 
dertaken in the Library. An important 
development has been the provision of 
cold and cool room storage for sensitive 
negative collections. Although an only 
relatively short-term solution to the Li¬

brary’s spatial requirements, these im¬ 
provements have significantly upgraded 
photographic storage conditions, cre¬ 
ated more efficient work areas for staff 
and volunteers, and enabled some reor¬ 
ganisation of publications storage and 
public service areas to assist Library- 

All this work on the collections has 
placed a heavy demand on the Muse¬ 
um's conservators. Their advice and 
input into both the planning and the 
implementation of many of the storage 
developments have been of great im¬ 
portance. In particular, the various new 
storage projects meant many hours of 
research into appropriate materials, sys¬ 
tems, availability, prices and ordering. 
Planning the design of the cloak storage 
cupboards, and monitoring their manu¬ 
facturing standards took a lot of lime. 
The end result is a cupboard made to the 
highest conservation standards. 

Applied Arts Much time during the 
year was given to collections manage¬ 
ment and updating the accessioning 
backlog. Work on a collection inven¬ 
tory also began, focused first on the 
furniture. Preliminary computerisation 
of the Colonial and Miscellaneous Reg¬ 
isters was carried out in response to the 
need for statistical infonnation about 
the collections. Photographic record¬ 
ing of the collection continued with the 
completion of the New Zealand com¬ 
mercial ceramics collection and the tak¬ 
ing of selected colour slides of all the 
collections. 

The installation of the aircon¬ 
ditioning unit in the furniture store was 
carried out during the year and has now 
enabled the control of temperature and 
humidity in that space. New storage 
cabinets for the glass and metalwork 
collections were also installed. 

Archaeology The major task this 
year has been moving collections into 
the new store. The re-organisation of 
the collections for easy management 
and accessibility is now being carried 

Botany Almost one quarter of the 
herbarium collection has been entered 
onto the AKILLES electronic database 
in the three years since the databasing 
project began. The reboxing and 
relabelling of the non-native vascular 
plant collection to relieve overcrowd¬ 
ing was completed, involving 2,560 
boxes holding some 90.000 specimens. 

Once again the herbarium has 
benefitted from temporary or part-time 
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staff on Lottery Board funding: Marcel 
Smits during study breaks has labelled 
the entire backlog of New Zealand li¬ 
chen specimens and checked several 
thousand moss records prior to their 
databasing: Antoinette Nielsen, work¬ 
ing part time since November, has en¬ 
tered thousands of specimens onto 
AK1LLES; Rhys Gardner, part time, 
has coded backlog vascular plant speci¬ 
mens for entry onto AKILLES; Warren 
Buckingham spent six weeks curating 
backlog lichen specimens and Margit 
de Man completed entering data for 
backlog specimens of native orchids 
and part of the fem collection. 

All the mounting of new specimens 
has been undertaken during the weekly 
voluntary attendances of Joan Dow. 
Chris Mackinder. Meryl Wright and 
more recently Kay Haslett. Rhys 
Gardner has continued voluntarily to 
incorporate the new vascularplant speci¬ 
mens into the herbarium and to assist 
with difficult plant identifications. 
Wendy Patterson, since April, has twice 
weekly voluntarily assisted in proof 
reading new AKILLES-generated moss 
labels. 

Conservation 106 objects from the 
Museum’s collections were treated, 
mostly from the Ethnology collections. 
As part of the Ethnology storage project, 
each object is individually examined 
before packing, and those objects in 
need of immediate treatment before 
placing them in the new storage areas 
arc being treated as time allows. There 
is an immense backlog. 

The Hotunui project is progressing 
very well indeed. All the poupou of 
both long walls of the House have been 
treated. They look splendid and fre¬ 
quently attract favourable comments 
from visitors. Work is now in progress 
on the back wall, where the epa. heketipi 
and tukutuku panels have been removed 
in order to install moveable scaffolding 
around the massive poutahu which has 
to be worked on in situ. Because of its 
size and function it cannot easily be 
moved. 

Entomology Renovation and refur¬ 
bishment of the Entomology offices 
and collection storage rooms was com¬ 
pleted and the department moved back 
from temporary accommodation in the 
display galleries. This has provided 
much bettercollection storage facilities 
and the opportunity for rearrangement 
of parts of the collection. 


The entire alcohol collection was 
reorganised, labelled, and identified 
specimens arranged systematically. 
Specimens are now more readily acces¬ 
sible and available for research. Pri¬ 
mary type specimens have been isolated 
from the main collection, stored sepa¬ 
rately and catalogued. Several were re¬ 
mounted on modem stainless steel pins 
from their original rusty pins which 
posed a threat to the specimens. It is 
pleasing to report discovery of several 
’cryptic’ type specimens whose wherea¬ 
bouts were hitherto unknown and which 
were presumed to have been lost. 

Work on the backlog of unsorted 
and unidentified specimens involved 
identification and incorporation into the 
main collection of all New Zealand 
Odonata (dragonflies and damsclflies) 
and Blattodea (cockroaches). The Hy- 
menoptera (ants, bees & wasps) have 
been partially sorted. 

Four new insect cabinets have been 
ordered and will be used to accommo¬ 
date the remainder of the historically 
valuable C.E. Clarke Collection not yet 
transferred to modem cabinets. The 
original cabinets are unsatisfactory for 
the continued conservation of the speci¬ 
mens on account of the highly acidic 
microenvironment produced from the 
oak and cork used in their construction. 

Ethnology An airconditioning sys¬ 
tem has been specially designed and 
installed in the Maori cloak storeroom. 
Twenty Maori cloak storage cabinet 
modules are now in place, ready for the 
first cloaks to be transferred into them. 
These cabinets are the result of much 
design work and testing by Conserva¬ 
tion and Ethnology departments. Sev¬ 
eral other museums around the country 
are now installing cloak cabinets built 
to this design. A further forty modules 
will be ordered to hold the total Maori 
cloak collection in easily accessible, 
climate controlled storage. 

Sorting and packing of the ethno¬ 
logical collections temporarily stored 
in the Geology gallery has been pro¬ 
gressing steadily. New metal mobile 
shelving has been installed in the new 
small artefacts storeroom and Ethnol¬ 
ogy assistant Olwen Morgan has been 
transferring items into specially-de¬ 
signed boxes to go on this shelving. 
Rolling of all the Pacific barkcloth is 
well advanced in preparation for a new 
storage system complemented by full 
photographic coverage of this 
collection.

Approximately one third of the 
smaller artefacts have been packed 
into new polypropylene boxes and 
transferred into the new small arte¬ 
facts store. The Pacific pottery, Maori 
bags and piupiu and Pacific stone 
material are now housed in a new 
storeroom off the Fish Gallery. Extra 
shelving and metal screens have been 
installed in the Maori carving store to 
hold the digging sticks and fishing 
equipment. Volunteer Leith Watt con¬ 
tinued cataloguing the colour slide 
collection and produced an inventory 
of Taranaki district Maori artefacts. 
The artefact subject cards have been 
re-organised and housed in new metal 
filing cabinets. The inventory of the 
ethnological collections is continuing 
as sections of the collections become 
accessible. 

Land Vertebrates The office and 
collections were shifted back from 
temporary accommodation in a closed- 
off gallery to the refurbished area. A 
major rearrangement of specimens 
was effected within the new storage 
units. The New Zealand bird skins are 
for the first time arranged in one taxo¬ 
nomic sequence. 

Library Library collection and 
staff work area upgrading began in 
November with the aim of creating 
more space for collections and an 
improved staff and volunteers work 
area. Some 200m of books and 43m 3 
of newspapers were moved offsite 
and 963m of books and journals and 
350m of shelves were moved inter¬ 
nally. This rationalisation of collec¬ 
tion space has provided an average 
35% increase in shelf space for our 
five largest collections: the general 
collection and New Zealand collec¬ 


tion of books; New Zealand reserve; 
and the general collection and New 
Zealand collection of serials. New staff 
and volunteer workstations were built 
and now staff can work alongside the 
Library’s 18 regular volunteers. As well, 
the public areas were redesigned; a new 
reference desk installed; all catalogues 
moved; a Family History Centre estab¬ 
lished; and ‘new books’ and 'current 
serials’ display areas created. This work 
represents the most comprehensive re¬ 
view of the Library’s layout since its 
move to the 1960 building. 

The Library installed its expanded 
computer network during the reorgani¬ 
sation. Staff now have seven terminals 
and can input or search six databases, 
and print using 38 report formats. Data¬ 
base design has been the responsibility 
of Eddie Sun. During the year he de¬ 
signed three further special collections 
databases - those of cartographic mate¬ 
rials, paintings and drawings, and pho¬ 
tographs. The catalogue database which 
was begun in October 1990 now con¬ 
tains some 3900 records. 

Arrangement, description and 
processing of manuscripts and archives 
collections has been a focus during the 
year. Eddie Sun has supervised the work 
of volunteer John Bellingham who has 
completed almost fifty groups of pa¬ 
pers and records including: Johannes 
Andersen; SirGilbert Archey; the Rev. 
Vicesimus Lush and family; the Auck¬ 
land Choral Society; and Samuel Vaile 
and Sons. Other collections processed 
include the records of: Auckland Stu¬ 
dio Potters; Auckland Play Centre As¬ 
sociation; Auckland Unitarian Church; 
Nicholson Gribbin: burials of United 
States Servicemen from the firm of 
William Morrison; and the papers of 
John Mitchell and Henry Abbott Mair. 

Another focus has been the cata¬ 
loguing of the Sacred Text collection 
by Janice Chong. The collection which 
comprises some 230 items, has been 
extensively indexed so that items can 
now be easily traced by donors, their 
family members, and family historians 
alike. 

Barbara Spiers continued work on 
sleeving glass and plastic negatives in 
archival envelopes. 895 whole and plate 
negatives have been processed. 

In 1984 the Museum received 166 
half plate glass negatives by Harry 
Ockenden. who appears to have worked 
as an itinerant photographer in Auck¬ 
land city and suburbs in the first decade 
of the century. Most of the negatives 
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that survive depict houses and school 
groups in Ponsonby, Mt Eden, New¬ 
market and Epsom districts. The nega¬ 
tives were in a very degraded condition 
with much damage to the photo emul¬ 
sion by heal and moisture. 

Gordon Maitland, the photograph 
Librarian, considered that duplication 
was the most suitable way of ensuring 
preservation of the images and provid¬ 
ing access for researchers. Photographic 
prints have been made from each nega¬ 
tive and copy negatives made from the 
prints. Research into Mr Ockenden and 
his subjects continues. 

A major three-year conservation 
project is almost completed which will 
enable access to the Library's nine 
Charles Heaphy sketchbooks while en¬ 
suring their continued preservation. The 
first phase of this project undertaken by 
Michael Wheeler, Conservator of 
Works on Paper at the Auckland City 
Art Gallery, concentrated on the three 
large sketch books. The 68 works on 
paper have been disbound, treated, 
matted, photographed and housed in 
protective Solander boxes. The second 
phase involved the remaining six small 
sketchbooks which are too fragile to 
permit frequent access. A complete 
photographic record has been made of 
these by the Art Gallery Photographer. 
John Mclvor. A complete set of colour 
prints has been mounted in display al¬ 
bums to be issued to readers in place of 
the originals. Funding the Heaphy pre¬ 
ventive conservation project was as¬ 
sisted by a subsidy from the Cultural 
Conservation Advisory Council. 

Marine Biology Redevelopment of 
the offices and storage areas has en¬ 
tailed shifting and relocating the collec¬ 
tions. All non-molluscan marine 
invertebrates have been re-organised in 
the new facilities adjacent to the 
Mollusca. Fish wet collections were 
completely transferred to an off-site 
store for fire safety reasons. The off¬ 
site store provided additional area for 
collection growth, as well as the imme¬ 
diate needs for new modular shelving 
and additional stainless-steel tanks. 

A comprehensive effort to find an 
improved preservative for marine ani¬ 
mals, based on aldehyde/glycol mixes, 
is under investigation. Associated with 
this programme is an endeavour to es¬ 
tablish baseline pH and buffer response 
information for various marine phyla. 

Marine Invertebrates The depart¬ 
ment moved back into its refurbished 


quarters during the year. Most work on 
the collections has centred around a 
programme to combine and rationalise 
the formerly separate Museum and 
Powell collections of Mollusca. This 
has proceeded well with the assistance 
of five temporary technicians and a 
band of volunteers from the Museum 
Conchology Section. By the end of 
June, 60% of the collections had been 
reboxed in systematic order and shifted 
into the new storage facility. 

Researching the 
Collections 

Research is a fundamental part of 
the work of every Museum. Auckland 
Museum has a long-standing reputa¬ 
tion for the quality of research carried 
out by its staff, or carried out on the 
Museum collections by other people. 
As the demands of collection care and 
management increase, together with the 
growing responsibilities the Museum 
has to serve the community, there is a 
danger that insufficient time and re¬ 
sources will be devoted to research 

A survey of research at the Museum 
was undertaken during the year. This 
revealed that while a considerable 
amount of valuable research was being 
undertaken, most of it was being done 
out of hours, in the staff's own time, and 
with minimal resources. There is a need 
to ensure that research continues to be 
given adequate importance at the 
Museum.

Having said that, there has been a lot 
of research work undertaken. The 
Records of the Auckland Institute and 
Museum Volume 28 was published on 
20 December 1991 with papers on Ar¬ 
chaeology and Ethnology by Louise 
Furey. Anne Leahy. Roger Neich. and 
Caroline and Roger Green; Botany pa¬ 
pers by Bruce W. Hayward. Anthony E. 
Wright and Glenys C. Hayward; and 
Jessica Beever; and a Zoology paper by 
K.A.J. Wise. Appreciation is recorded 
to Editors Brian Gill and Nigel Prickett. 

Applied Arts The development of 
the New Zealand Crafts Index was con¬ 
tinued with the input of data by volun¬ 
teers Lcn Stanners and Sarah Montreal. 
The Index now records the activities of 
6,047 New Zealand craftspeople, manu - 
facturers and designers operating dur¬ 
ing the 19th and 20th centuries . The 
Index has become a vital resource for 
research and acquisition. Justine Olsen 
contributed two articles to New 
Zealand Home <6 Building magazine, 
on her Churchill Fellowship study at 
the Cooper-He witt Museum, and on the 
history of New Zealand silver. Stuart 
Park completed research on the banks, 
bank notes and cheques of the Maori 
Kings Tawhiao and Mahuta. 

Archaeology Fieldwork included a 
two week excavation at Queen's Re¬ 
doubt, Pokeno. in February, funded by 
the N.Z. Historic Places Trust. In a re¬ 
lated project the N.Z. Lottery Grants 
Board funded aerial photography of sites 
of the opening phase of the Waikato 
Campaign. Other fieldwork was carried 
out in Queen Charlotte Sound as part of 
an Offshore Islands Research Group 
expedition. Particular attention was paid 
to sites with Cook associations and to 
World War 2 coastal defences. 

Analysis and writing-up involved 
the 1988 Raupa and Queen's Redoubt 
excavations and the archaeology of 
Hawkes Bay shore whalers. Louise 
Furey has had a half salary funded by 
the Lottery Grants Board to catalogue 
and write-up the Oruarangi collection 
held in large part in the Auckland Mu¬ 
seum. Short articles were published by 
the N.Z. Herald on the Ohaeawai and 
Ruapekapcka models in the museum, 
and on 19th century coin caches re¬ 
cently dug up in central Auckland. Four 
papers were prepared by Nigel Prickett 
as Human History editor for the Mu¬ 
seum Records. 

Botany Fieldwork and collection of 
herbarium specimens were carried out 
by Anthony Wright on expeditions to 


Tangihua Ranges and to Tongariro (or¬ 
ganised by the University of Auckland). 
Marlborough Sounds (Offshore Islands 
Research Group). Whangaroa (Auck¬ 
land Botanical Society), as well as the 
regular monthly field trips of the Auck¬ 
land Botanical Society. Ewen Cameron 
carried out two one-day field trips to 
southern Woodhill Forest and Whanga- 
poua Estuary on Great Barrier Island for 
the Department of Conservation. 

In October and November Dr Rhys 
Gardner carried out field work and col¬ 
lected 277 vascular plant specimens on 
Waya Island in Fiji while contributing 
to a dictionary of the Western Fijian 
language. 

The very large number of incoming 
loans (2521 specimens) primarily re¬ 
flects the studies of two researchers 
based at the Museum; Dr Barbara Parris 
who is preparing a world-wide mono¬ 
graph of the fern family 
Grammitidaceae. and Bruce Salmon 
who has started a review of the tax¬ 
onomy and distribution of New Zea¬ 
land sundew (Drosera) species. 

Entomology Research associate 
Keith Wise presented a paper on the 
distribution and zoogeography of New 
Zealand Megaloptcra and Neuroptera at 
the Fourth International Symposium on 
Neuropterology in France; the paper was 
published in Volume 28 of the Records 
of the Auckland Museum. 

Ethnology In collaboration with 
Russell Beck. Director of the Southland 
Museum, Dr Neich has written an illus¬ 
trated article on Maori jade to be pub¬ 
lished in the prestigious art history 
magazine Marg. published in India. An 
essay by Roger Neich on Jacob Heberley 
has been accepted for volume II of the 
Dictionary of New Zealand Biography. 
Dr Neich also selected the illustrations 
for the Proceedings of the Taonga Maori 
Conference, published by the Depart¬ 
ment of Internal Affairs. Roger Neich 
obtained a lottery science grant of $8,000 
to assist the publication of his book on 
Maori figurative painting by Auckland 
University Press. 

Roger Neich made short fieldtrips to 
Gisborne and the Bay of Islands to 
consult with Maori elders and authori¬ 
ties regarding the publication of marae 
photographs in his forthcoming book 
on Maori figurative painting. 

Land Vertebrates Brian Gill com¬ 
pleted research papers on the ecology 
ofShining Cuckoos, and on the popula¬ 
tion dynamics of Whiteheads on Little 
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Barrier Island. He continued research 
on the diet and reproduction of cuckoos 
and pigeons as revealed by autopsy, 
and refereed two scientific papers for 
outside organisations. He spent 3 weeks 
in Western Samoa surveying reptiles 
and birds and collecting reptiles. A re¬ 
port was written for the Western Sa¬ 
moan government. 

Marine Biology Three principal re¬ 
search projects are under way. Staff are 
investigating pH and buffer responses 
ofimproved Aldehyde/Glycol with long 
term preservative use for different ma¬ 
rine phyla. Ellen Jensen of Auckland 
University is assisting with the support 
of the C. H. Worth Memorial Fund to 
provide histological information relat¬ 
ing to trial material. Brett Stephenson's 
study of seasonality of sub-tidal sea¬ 
weed in-fauna has involved collecting 
from the Bay of Islands, Whangaruru 
Harbour. Matai Bay. and Piha. The study 
relates particularly to the distribution of 
isopoda by seaweed types. Continuing 
reviews of bottom living and burrow¬ 
ing faunas have focused on assembling 
raw data. Field work was completed in 
Auckland Harbour and along northern 

Marine InvertebratesTwo research 
projects supported by the Foundation 
for Research. Science and Technology 
have been completed: Foraminiferal 
associations from Pauatahanui Inlet, by 
Bruce Hayward and C.M.Triggs; and 
New Zealand brackish water 
foraminifera, by Bruce Hayward and 
Chris Hollis. Other completed research 
projects are: Foraminifera from Helena 
Bay. Northland, by Bruce Hayward: 
Prehistoric sites on the Poor Knights 
Islands, by Bruce Hayward: Lichens of 
South-east Stewart Island, by Bruce 
Hayward and H.T. Lumbsch: Fossils 
from northern Hunuas. by Bruce Hay¬ 
ward and Mike Eagle: Sedimentary his¬ 
tory of Northland Basin in early 
Miocene, by Bruce Hayward: and Late 
Cretaceous and Paleocene radiolarian 
biostratigraphy of NZ. by Chris Hollis. 

Fieldwork included Marine 
macrobcnthic invertebrates studies in 
Orakei Basin. Bay of Islands. Queen 
Charlotte Sound. Waimamaku Estuary 
and Whangape Harbour, by Bruce Hay¬ 
ward. Jenny Riley and Chris Hollis: 
Modern foraminifera and sediments 
from upper Waitemata Harbour. 
Whangape Harbour and Oparara La¬ 
goon. by Bruce Hayward. Jenny Riley 
and Chris Hollis; Miocene fossils from 
Waitakcrc Ranges.

Promoting the Museum 

The Museum, its services and its 
programmes have continued to be pro¬ 
moted to the residents of greater Auck¬ 
land and to visitors from elsewhere in 
New Zealand and overseas. During the 
yearmarket research was undertaken to 
assist planning for the development 
project. This information proved useful 
in identifying visitor and non-visitor 
attitudes to and interest in the Museum 
and its services. The Museum partici¬ 
pated in a Queen Elizabeth II Arts Coun¬ 
cil survey which also provided valuable 


A wide range of promotional activi¬ 
ties was employed including print and 
electronic media advertising; press re¬ 
leases and media events; banners; bro¬ 
chures and letters; programmes and 
special events; talks to groups about the 
Museum's purpose, work and collec¬ 
tions; as well as news and special inter¬ 
est articles and programmes. Fourcopies 
of the Museum News were published. In 
addition the Museum has been involved 
in organisations such as the Auckland 
Chamber of Commerce and Tourism 
Auckland to promote its services to the 
corporate and tourist sectors. 

The Museum has also had opportu¬ 
nities for international exposure of the

through film and publications. Film 
crews from Japan. Taiwan, Korea, and 
the United Kingdom have made pro¬ 
motional films on New Zealand which 
have included aspects of the Museum 
building, exhibitions and collections. 
This type of activity illustrates the con¬ 
tribution that the Museum makes to the 
tourist attractions of the Region and as 
a resource to promote New Zealand 
internationally. 

Approval for photographic repro¬ 
duction of the Museum, its displays or 
collections was given on 95 occasions 
during the year, permission was with¬ 
held on 5 occasions. 


Library staff provided advice and 
assistance to three museums. The an¬ 
nual Library exchange programme pro¬ 
vided 265 copies of the Records to 
exchange partners. 

Julia Gresson organised and con¬ 
ducted apreventive conservation work¬ 
shop in Niue, under the sponsorship of 
the Ministry of External Relations and 
Trade, and UNESCO. Those attending 
were employees of government depart¬ 
ments and the Huanaaki Cultural Cen¬ 
tre in Niue who have in their care 
archival records, books and museum 
objects. The emphasis was on basic 
"Hands on' conservation work, like 
paper and tapa repairs, insect and mould 
control, storage and disaster prepared-

Liaison with Other 
Museums 

Professional training workshops 
were organised for museum staff from 
the northern North Island on preventive 
conservation, registration and market¬ 
ing. Several Auckland Museum staff 
were involved in these workshops. 
There were also four regional meetings 
of museums in the Northland. Auck¬ 
land and Bay of Plenty - Waikato - King 
Country regions. 

Advisory reports were written for 
the Taupo and Paeroa Museums, and 
assistance provided to the Whakatane 
Museum in the development of mu¬ 
seum and collection management poli¬ 
cies. Te Amorangi Museum was assisted 
in organisational development and the 
Society for the Preservation of the 
Kerikeri Stone Store Area in develop¬ 
ing a historical information centre. 

Assessments were made of ten appli¬ 
cations to the Lottery Grants Board for 
funding, in addition to a number of en¬ 
quiries which were not pursued further. 

Museums Liaison Officer John 
Coster made 71 visits to 58 museums 
and related institutions, including pri¬ 
vate collections. Contact has been es¬ 
tablished with five recently established 
museums and enquiries received about 
three proposed new museums. The 
Museum's Conservation staff assisted 
10 museums and institutions with con¬ 
servation advice. A substantial conser¬ 
vation report was prepared on Maori 
artefacts on display in Mansion House 
on Kawau Island. The condition of the 
objects loaned to the Waitangi Trust 
Board was inspected. Applied arts ob¬ 
jects were loaned to three museums.

From The Sections 

As well as the links the Museum has 
with a wide range of community groups, 
there are three organisations which are 
"Sections" of the Auckland Institute 
and Museum, reflecting its place as the 
Auckland Branch of the Royal Society 
of New Zealand. 

Auckland Astronomical Society 

The past year has been a busy and active 
one. with Society members working 
together with purpose, enthusiasm and 
a sense of camaraderie. A number of 
members who to some extent have been 
‘inactive’ over the last few years have 
been making their presence felt again. 
An increasingly closer relationship be¬ 
tween the Society and the Trust Board 
has also been very evident. The recent 
programme of renovations at the Ob¬ 
servatory is complete. The financial 
deficit of 1990 was turned around to a 
surplus last year: however, the national 
economic climate was reflected in 
slightly disappointing attendances. 

1992 marks 70 years since the for¬ 
mation of the Auckland Astronomical 
Association affiliated to the Auckland 
Institute and Museum in 1922. It is also 
25 years since the opening of the Ob¬ 
servatory in 1967. Much has changed in 
our understanding of the Earth, the So¬ 
lar System and the Universe over the 
years. Space flight and exploration of 
the Moon and planets were still in the 
realm of science fiction. Modem pro¬ 
fessional observatories, satellite-borne 
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equipment and computers have revolu¬ 
tionised astronomy. 

Conchology Section There have 
been good attendances at the meetings 
at the Museum throughout the year. It 
has been a full and enjoyable year: new 
members or visitors are welcome at the 
meetings on the 2nd Tuesday of the 
month in the Museum. 

Club members have been active in 
helping Museum staff in cleaning and 
cataloguing the Museum's collections 
of shell specimens. There isa very close 
relationship between Museum staff and 
club members in this area. The club 
hopes to continue this participation in 
the current year. Thanks go to Museum 
staff for their ongoing help and assist¬ 
ance to the club, particularly Bruce 
Hayward, Brett Stephenson and Jenny 
Riley. 

One edition of Poireria was com¬ 
piled during the year, thanks to the 
effort of Ian Scott and Bruce Hazelwood. 

Auckland Maritime Society The 
Society has had a good year, with the 
problems over meeting venues being 
solved. Attendances have settled down 
now that the Society has returned to 
using the Seafarers Centre, in Quay 
Street, which has been renovated, and 
with improved seating, makes for a 
comfortable meeting facility. There has 
been a varied and interesting range of 
talks, from both our own members and 
visiting speakers. 

The now very popular photographic 
competition for members was won by 
Mike Pigneguy. The winning photo¬ 
graph was later published in the Auck¬ 
land Maritime Museum magazine, 
Bearings. Our harbour trip during the 
year was on ‘Navy Day’ aboard the 
lender Hauluru. We were grateful for 
the gift of a number of books, albums 
and over 2000 slides from the collec¬ 
tion of a recently deceased member. 

Committee members have contrib¬ 
uted to most evening meetings and have 
been engaged in research to answer 
numerous questions and other enquir¬ 
ies that are sent to us. and a monthly 
newsletter continues to be printed.

Gifts, Grants and Bequests 

The Museum continues to receive strong support from 
corporate bodies, government agencies, community organi¬ 
sations and individuals by way of gifts, grants and sponsor¬ 
ship. 

The New Zealand Lottery Board made its largest ever 
grant to the Museum during the year. The grant of $374,365 
was to support the final phase of the programme of mainte¬ 
nance and development of the Museum, initiated by the 
Museum Council in 1987. The Board granted $44,185 to¬ 
wards the salary and expenses of the Museums' Liaison 
Officer. Through the US New Zealand 50th Anniversary 
Committee, the Board made a grant of $ 10,000 in support of 
the "American ’Invasion"' exhibition. Other Lottery Board 
grants were made to: Bruce Hayward - $20,000 for curation 
of Powell molluscan collection: Roger Neich - $8,000 to 
assist with publication of a book on Maori figurative paint¬ 
ing: Nigel Prickett - $9,000 for aerial photography of Waikato 
War sites and $30,000 for analysis of Raupa material; and 
Anthony Wright - $30,000 for a register of botanical type 
specimens and $20,000 for continuing the dalabasing of the 
herbarium backlog. 

The newly established Foundation for Research, Science 
and Technology approved a grant of $44,000 in support of 
research into foraminifera being undertaken by Dr Bruce 
Hayward. The New Zealand Historic Places Trust provided 
$7,660 in support of Dr Prickelt’s excavations at Queen s 
Redoubt. 

A most generous bequest from the late Mrs T 1 Whitney 
provided some $180,000 for the Museum, and the late Lady 
L Y Manchester bequeathed $5,000. Both bequests are 
greatly appreciated. 

The Disney Art Trust established by the late Charles 
Disney has been an invaluable source of funds for the 


purchase of objects for the Applied Arts collections, and this 
year provided $96,158. The Sir John Logan Campbell Re¬ 
siduary Estate granted $10,000 for the improvement of the 
storage of the Ethnology Collection. The Museum of New 
Zealand Te PapaTongarewa granted $ 1.000 for the purchase 
of museum studies books for the Library. The Department of 
Internal Affairs granted $7,000 to assist with the administra¬ 
tion of the Antiquities Act. Readers Digest made a grant of 
$1,000. 

Members contributed $1,633 towards the Members' Li¬ 
brary Purposes Fund and $700 to the Collections Purchase 
Fund.

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Museum Statistics 


During the year detailed collection inventories have been 
prepared in connection with the Museum Development 
Project. 

This work documents the collections as comprising 
2.728.408 objects, with an estimated replacement value in 
excess of S559 million. Collections currently occupy 4.184 
m : . With more efficient storage systems, it is estimated this 
area could be reduced to3.6l 1 m : , typically stored toaheight 
of 2 metres. Adequate collection management work space, 
however, requires an additional 1.600 nv. 

It is estimated that over 720.000 objects require the 
attention of a conservator, involving 340 person years, at an 
estimated cost of over $15 million. Less than 50,000 objects 
have been registered electronically: an estimated 148 person 
years are involved to provide basic electronic registration, at 
a cost exceeding $5 million. 

Based on present growth rates, over the next 25 years the 
collections will grow from 2.7 million objects in 1991 to4.7 
million in the year 2017.

Staff News 

In July. Dr Lindsay Sharp was appointed to direct the 
Museum Development Project. Dr Sharp is an Australian 
museum consultant, who was involved with the earlier 
Strategic Planning Study for the Auckland Museum. He is 



currently Director of the Earth Exchange in Sydney, and is a 
former Director of the Powerhouse, the Museum of Applied 
Arts and Sciences in Sydney. 

Mr Barry Potter, of Carson Project Management, was 
appointed Project Manager for the development. Formerly 
with Murray-North Ltd. Barry has undertaken a number of 
engineering works for the Museum previously, and was also 
involved in the Strategic Planning Study. From April. Barry 
was assisted by John Wilson of Carsons. 

In August Anthony Wright was appointed Acting Man¬ 
ager Natural History Collections, and following that became 
increasingly involved with the Museum Development Project, 
leaving a serious shortfall in curatorial input within the 
Botany Department. As a result. Ewen Cameron was re¬ 
cruited in October as temporary assistant curator. Mr Cam¬ 
eron took leave from his position as herbarium curator in the 
School of Biological Sciences at the University of Auckland. 
In November Antoinette Nielsen was employed, halftime by 
the Museum as a secretarial assistant, and halftime on Lot¬ 
tery Board funding as a data entry operator in the herbarium. 

Peter Hughes was appointed in August as Acting Man¬ 
ager. Human History Collections. Eddie Sun was appointed 
Deputy Librarian to provide appropriate support during this 
period. In September Mrs Janice Chong was appointed on a 
temporary basis and in June she was appointed as a perma¬ 
nent pan-time reference librarian. From June 1992. Mary 
Fitzgibbon. the Librarian responsible for Serials, has changed 
to part-time work. 

Steven McLean was appointed as Manager. Finance and 
Administration in January, replacing the Executive Officer 
(Administration). Mr Renner. Mr McLean's skills in finan¬ 
cial management and his experience in the tourism and 
leisure industry have already been of great benefit to the 
Museum, both in its current operational activities and in the 
Development Project. 

Struan Ensor retired in March after eleven and a half years 
as Senior Education Officer. During this period, the school 
attendance figures increased steadily. Struan was responsi¬ 
ble for developing the popular classroom interactive pro¬ 
grammes. His work in Geology particularly was outstanding. 
He also streamlined the administration procedures by intro¬ 
ducing computerised record keeping. We are grateful to him 
for all his work and wish him well in his retirement. In May. 
the Board of the Auckland Normal Intermediate School 
promoted Mrs Wendy Johnstone, already one of the Educa¬ 
tion Officers at the Museum, to fill Mr Ensor's position. The 
Museum was pleased to be involved in the appointment 
process for the first time. 

Following the retirement of Keith Wise in May 1991. 
Rosemary Gilbert filled the role of Acting Curator and kept 
the department running smoothly until John Early com¬ 
menced duties in March. John was formerly a senior tutor in 
the Entomology Department at Lincoln University, where he 
was closely involved in Lincoln's Entomology Museum. 
Keith Wise remains actively involved with the department as 
a Research Associate.

ACCESSIONS 1991-1992 

Friends and supporters of the Museum have again been 
generous in their donation of objects for the Museum's 
collections. Other objects have been acquired through staff 
research and fieldwork, or through purchase using funds left 
to the Museum for that purpose. 

Applied Arts Gifts, bequests and purchases have al¬ 
lowed the Applied Arts collecting to focus filling gaps in the 
historical collection while also developing the 20th century 
collection. Objects were also collected for their New Zealand 
historical associations. 

Bequests included a collection of New Zealand and Brit¬ 
ish studio ceramics from the late Dawn Percy. Gifts to the 
collection included a whalebone club made by Ernest 
Shackleton from Mrs van Stanten; an R.N.Z.A. regimental 
brooch presented by Mrs Harriet Friedlander in the memory 
of Captain Peter Arthur Neville Nathan; a ‘D Battery N.Z. A.' 
regimental brooch from Mrs June Kirker; a glass sculpture 
‘Cicatrix Shield V' presented by Australian glass artist Gerry 
King; a collection of Crown Lynn ceramics from Mr Richard 
Quinn, a woman’s riding habit and army uniforms from the 
Lang family of Waipa via Mrs Mary Campbell and an 
inkstand presented to Archdeacon Henry Williams on his 
retirement as a missionary in 1850 donated by Dr Henry 
Williams. 

Major acquisitions purchased with funds provided from 
the Disney Art Trust included an inlaid writing compendium 
made by Edwin Oliver and its accompanying framed exhibi¬ 
tion certificate, both from the Dunedin Industrial Exhibition 
of 1881. a cased set of knives and forks by F. Grady of 
Wellington made about 1890. a bronze jardiniere and related 
drawings by Richard Oliver Gross (a copy of the one com¬ 
missioned for presentation to the then Princess Elizabeth on 
her marriage in 1948), three works from the Fletcher Chal¬ 
lenge Ceramic Awards: 'Winged Vessel' by Karen Kames, 
‘Image’ by Kazunori Takeoka and 'Arizona' by Judy Trim, 
and a ceramic vase by Moorcroft exhibited at the British 
Empire Exhibition held in London 1924 and 1925. 

The Mackelvie Trust generously purchased for loan to the 
Auckland Museum a bell push of gold, silver, enamel and 
ruby made by the Russian jewellers Faberge between 1870 
and 1899. An important collection of Chinese Sung Dynasty 
ceramics was placed on loan by Mr J. L. Noakes, who 
collected the ceramics while working in Sarawak during the 
1930s. 
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Archaeology Significant archaeology acquisitions this 
year have been adzes from Epsom, New Lynn, Kuaotunu 
Peninsula (Coromandel), Hawkes Bay and Masterton. An 
important collection of adzes, hammerstones and other stone 
material dug up in a St Heliers garden in 1946-49 was given 
by Mr W.G. Hammond of Dargaville. Valuable archives on 
the Hot Water Beach (Coromandel) excavations, published 
in the Museum Records in 1974, have been given by Anne 
Leahy. Seventeen recent finds have been notified to the 
Internal Affairs Department under the terms of the Antiqui¬ 
ties Act. 

Botany The 4,620 new herbarium accessions came from 
a variety of sources: past and new donated herbaria (e.g. J. K. 
Bartlett and Auckland Regional Authority Hunua Forest 
herbaria), staff collections, ongoing exchange programmes 
with other herbaria and donated specimens from amateur and 
professional New Zealand botanists. 

Ethnology The South East Asian collections of the 
Ethnology Department have been strengthened by several 
important acquisitions. These include a Rangda mask from 
Bali, and textiles and other artefacts from Toradja. Timor and 
Sarawak. The Vanuatu collections have benefitted by a 
purchase of several modem plaited mats and pottery items, 
all well documented. While travelling in Vanuatu. Museum 
staff member Mick Pendergrast also collected 58 baskets, 11 
mats and several other items for the Museum, with notes on 
their local names and usage. 

Another important purchase was a kapkap shell breast 
ornament collected in the Santa Cruz Islands by the captain 
of the missionary ship “Southern Cross" in 1869. Mrs Olga 
James presented a small but well-documented collection of 
bark paintings and bags from Maningrida in Arnhem Land. 
Australia. 

The most significant Maori acquisition was a large, well- 
proportioned nephrite hei tiki taken to Australia by the Rev. 
William Richard Wade after his missionary service in the 
Bay of Islands from 1834 to 1840. 

Entomology A collection of South American butterflies 
was received from Dr Alison Kidd. Mr Tadashi Izawa of 
Tokyo presented the first two of six boxes of a complete 
synoptic collection of Japanese butterflies he is preparing for 
the Museum. These are valuable additions to our collections. 

Library The Library continues to receive substantial 
numbers of valued donations. There were 159 individual 
donors to the Library during the year. 

Three notable donations require special mention. The 
collectionsof negatives, movie films and photograph albums 
of Reginald Lediard (1898 - 1973) were presented by his 
daughter Mrs Yvonne Marsh. The negatives were produced 
during the period Mr Lediard worked as a commercial 
photographer in Victoria St West in the 1920s and early 
1930s. They consist mainly of shop fronts, interiors and 
displays, but also include work commissioned by the Auck¬ 
land City Council, and by Auckland Museum. Mr Lediard 
was an associate of Dr Baden Powell and Mr Graham 
Turbott, and accompanied them on several Museum expedi¬ 
tions, where he was involved in the Museum's early film 
making ventures. 

Law firm Phillips Nicholson presented the records of the 
Auckland law firm Nicholson Gribbin. from the 1850s to the 
1980s. Oliver Nicholson was admitted to practice in 1886 




The Mackelvie Trust purchased this Fabergc bell push. 
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and was subsequently joined by George Arthur Gribbin. The 
collection contains some 3.600 legal deeds, mostly convey¬ 
ancing and probate, as well as the firm’s own ledgers, 
registers and other financial records. The earliest client files 
date back to 1854. 

Malcolm Ross presented further papers of his late mother. 
Ruth Ross (1920 - 1982) was an historian whose expertise 
encompassed the Treaty of Waitangi, Northland history and 
the history of 19th century missionary endeavour in New 
Zealand. Her research papers were donated to the Library 
earlier. These additions comprise letters to her family, pho¬ 
tographs and drafts of unpublished short stories.

The Auckland Institute and Museum is the Auckland branch of the Royal Society of New Zealand. 
It has two controlling bodies: 

The Trust Board, established as an incorporated body to hold the assets of the Museum on behalf 
of the community, is responsible for the investment of Museum funds. 

The Museum Council, comprising elected representatives from local government and members 
of the Auckland Institute and Museum, is responsible for the administration and operation of the 
Museum. 


STATEMENT OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES 
GENERAL ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

These statements are prepared in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles 
issued by the New Zealand Society of Accountants, and the Auckland War Memorial Museum 
Maintenance Act 1979. 

Accrual accounting methods are used to measure the cost of services provided and to recognise 
revenues. 

The measurement base is historical cost. 

Reliance is placed on the fact that sufficient funds are available or will be received to maintain 
current operational levels. 

These statements report the financial results for the following areas of significant activity: 

- Public Programmes 

- Collection Management 

PARTICULAR ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

The following accounting policies have been applied: 

1 RECOGNITION OF REVENUE: 

1.1 Grants, Subsidies and Sponsorships: 

Grants, subsidies and sponsorships are recognised when eligibility has been established 
by the granting agency and to the extent that any conditions imposed have been met at 
balance date. 

1.2 Trust Income: 

Revenue is taken direct to Public Equity as part of the Trust and Bequest Funds. 

2 VALUATION OF TRADING INVENTORIES: 

Trading inventory is valued at the lower of cost and net realisable value on a first in first out 

basis. 

3 ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE: 

All accounts receivable are valued at net realisable value. 
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4 VALUATION OF FIXED ASSETS: 

4.1 Museum Building and Land Lease: 

The Museum building is recorded at cost, less accumulated depreciation. 

No value has been placed on the unexpired term of the land leased from the Auckland 
City Council on which the Museum building is situated. 

4.2 Heritage Assets: 

The value of the heritage assets disclosed in the Financial Statements reflects only the 
accumulated cost of acquisition for heritage assets which have been purchased. No value 
has been assigned to other heritage assets. 

The classification of the collections as a heritage asset is based on the premise that the 
collections are held in trust in perpetuity for the benefit of the people of the Auckland 
Province in particular and New Zealand in general. 

4.3 Other Operational Assets: 

All other assets are stated at cost, or opening valuation, less accumulated depreciation. 

4.4 Investment Property: 

The Museum owns, through one of its trust funds, an investment property situated in 
Manukau City. This property is valued at net current value.

All depreciation is calculated on a straight line basis. The respective rates of depreciation are:

A complete survey of the Museum's collections was undertaken during the year. This inventory listed 2,728,408 
objects with an estimated replacement value of $559,232,000. Management considers this estimate to be 
conservative. 

(g) Other Operational Assets: 

Capital work in progress costs of $861,904 have been incurred in planning for the Museum's future through 
restoring the existing building, introducing themed attractions, and developing a business plan. These costs relate 
principally to architectural plans, engineering services, quantity surveying fees, market research, public relations, 
business planning, display planning and project management fees. They have been included under operational 
assets pending a final decision by the Museum Council and Trust Board on the future direction of the project. It 
is anticipated this decision will be taken in February 1993. These costs will then be depreciated over the estimated 
useful life of the project. 

(h) The investment property in ManukauCity was valued by Guy, Stevenson & Pctherbridge in July 1992 at $750,000. 
This value has been applied as at 30 June 1992, and is the only property of the Museum valued by that valuer.
